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Stream Pollution Stopped 


The Bureau of Sanitary Engineering of ‘the Cali- 
fornia State Department of Public Health has directed 


its activities over a long period of years toward the 


prevention of stream pollution. In many eases the 
bureau has provided advice which enables the avoid- 


ance of a gross contamination of a public water 


supply.

ANCIENT FOOD HANDLERS 


Instead of being a modern sanitary whim, how to 
safeguard a nation’s food supply against contamina- 
tion from handling and other causes is a problem 


recalled in the Journal of the Royal Sanitary Insti-_ 
tute, a British publication. 

‘“All nations of whom we have record had to face 
it, and made laws and regulations to deal with it,’’ he 
said. ‘*‘Thus the old Mosaic law defined foods as 


blood, and the meat of hogs * * * Immature car- 
casses of lambs, calves and goats were forbidden, and 
the period of age of seven days was fixed before these 
carcasses were considered fit for food. That very 
regulation is in force in some countries today. _ 
‘‘The ancient Phoenicians prohibited the use of 
cows and hogs, but, curiously enough, esteemed the 
flesh of dogs. The early Athenians, as well as the 
ancient Romans, appointed inspectors to control the 
meat trade. At one time butchers in Rome were liable 
to be fined if they sold uninspected meat. The 
Romans established elaborate slaughterhouses to 
render this work 
‘‘™hen, of course, both J ews and Wohenresdbins 
prescribed for the slaughter of food animals methods 
which persist to the present day, and are even pro- 
vided for in the most modern legislation on the sub- 
ject * * * Most of the regulations on examination 


will be found to have a sound pathological basis.’’—

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RESIDENT DEATH RATES AND 
PUBLIC HEALTH 


(Abstract of paper read by Dr. Halbert L. Dunn, 
Chief Statistician of the Division of Vital Statistics, 
Bureau of the Census at the annual Conference of 
State and Provincial Health Officers of North Amer- 
ica, 19387.) 

The development and increasing use of hospitals, 
as well as, the growing migratory habits of the Amer- 
ican people are having an important effect on the 
methods of evaluating the health conditions in any 
locality. 

Usually the death rate for a city or county is com- 
puted by dividing the number of deaths in that com- 
munity by the population. Obviously, if a large num- 
ber of nonresidents are attracted to a city because of 
‘superior hospital facilities, etc., it is impossible to get 


an accurate death rate for the city unless these non- 
residents are excluded. For example, in 1935 there 


were 8,483 deaths in the District of Columbia. Of 


these 800 or 9.4 per cent were of persons who were 


not residents of the District. On the other hand, it is 
important to include among the deaths for that area, 
those of residents who have temporarily gone else- 
where. 

Such a reallocation of decedents is particularly 
important for certain diseases. In a preliminary 
study of 18 States, it was found that 22.0 per cent 
of those dying from tuberculosis died in a city or 
county in which they were not residents. Of those 
dying from automobile accidents, 304.9 per cent were 
nonresidents. 

The Bureau of the Census has recognized the 
importance of this subject since 1900 and has pub- 
lished tables showing nonresidents since 1914. Many 
State departments of health are now making special 
studies of the nonresident problem in their States. 

Such studies by individual States should be con- 
tinued and extended. Since the reasons for intra and 
interstate movement of nonresidents differ for every 
State, nationwide tabulations by the Census Bureau 
are no substitute for more intensive State-wide 
studies. The information from such studies would be 
of great value in the administration of local public 
health activities.

CONTROL OF AUTO TRAILERS 


The city of Pasadena has adopted an ordinance 
that provides for the sanitation of automobile trailer 
camps.

Zoning requirements, lighting, — 
electrical connections and limits of stay are also 
covered. Provision is also made for the storage of 
trailers on private property. Fees are provided for 
the maintenance of sanitation and supervision of such 
camps and penalties are provided for violation of the 
ordinance.
